BELGIANS FOR CALIFORNIA 


A big plan has been formulated by some of 
the biggest and best men in this state to get 
many thousands of the Belgians who have been 
utterly wrecked and ruined by the war to come 
to California and settle upon the hundreds of 
thousands of acres of farm land now idle in this 
state. It is a monster big scheme, and bears the 
earmarks of being a good one. It is proposed 
to fit out ships and send them through the Pana- 
ma canal and bring these Belgians and_ their 
fémilies here, sell them small farms upon many 
years’ time at reasonable prices and probably 
with no interest, and then assist them financially 
until they can raise crops and get on their feet. 
A big meeting was held a few days ago in San 
Francisco and a general committee was appoint- 
ed to carry the plan into exeeution. This com- 
mittee consists of well known California business 
men, and is as follows:
